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Carrubba  First  Grad  to  Speak 

at  UNH  Commencement  Exercises 


"Let  your  academic  background  serve  as  a  guidepost  rather  than  a  hitching  post/'  Frank 
P.  Carrubba  BS  '76,  MS  '79,  director  of  Hewlett-Packard  Laboratories,  Palo  Alto,  Cal.,  advised 
graduates  at  the  65th  UNH  June  commencement. 


Parents  of  graduates  are  usually  in  the 
audience  when  their  sons  and  daughters 
receive  diplomas,  but  for  some,  if  s  a  longer 
trek  than  for  others. 

Ema  Haraldsson  didn't  let  4,000  miles 
keep  her  from  watching  her  son,  Petur, 
collect  his  bachelor's  degree,  summa  cum 
laude.  The  Haraldssons  are  from  Reykjavik, 
Iceland. 

Petur,  an  international  business  major, 
will  visit  his  homeland  this  summer  but 
will  return  to  the  U.S.  for  a  marketing  job 
with  R.J.  Reynolds.  ■

About  580  students  received  associate, 
bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  at  the 
ceremonies  held  at  Dodds  Field  on  the 
North  Campus. 

Carrubba  made  history  June  6  by  being 
the  first  UNH  graduate  to  deliver  the 
commencement  address.  He  earned  his 
bachelor's  degree  in  1976  and  master's 
degree  in  1979.  He  has  also  received  an 
honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree  for  his  work 
in  industrial  research. 

Carrubba  discussed  striking  a  balance 
between  the  desire  to  "make  music"  and  the 
need  for  survival.  "We  want  to  live  life  fully 
and  creatively.. .to  be  all  that  we  can  be.  But 
life  is  so  complex,  so  unstructured  and  so 
dynamic  that  it's  easy  to  become 
preoccupied  with  the  struggle  to  keep  our 
footing  so  we  don't  fall  off  the  roof," 
Carrubba  said,  making  reference  to  Sholem 
Aleichem's  "  Fiddler  on  the  Roof." 

The  answer  to  the  quandry,  he  said  is 
"moving  through  life  with  a  strong  sense  of 
purpose— a  clear  idea  of  what  we  want  to 
accomplish.  A  sense  of  purpose  serves  as 
ballast  to  keep  us  on  an  even  keel." 

"There's  nothing  wrong  with  money  as  a 
motivator,"  he  said.  "  Again  it's  a  question 
of  balance.  When  you  march  to  the  beat  of 
materiaUsm,  you're  on  the  worst  kind  of 
treadmill.Those  who  concentrate  totally  on 
accumulating  material  possessions  miss  out 
on  other  riches  that  could  create  a  greater 
sense  of  fulfillment  and  harmony  in  their 
lives." 

Concluding  his  address,  Carrubba 
described  commencement  as  "the 
beginning  of  a  new  stage  in  the  life-long 
process  of  educahon"  at  a  time  when  " 
there's  no  end  in  sight  to  the  radical 
changes  transforming  our  technologies,  our 
society  and  our  way  of  life.  Adapt  to  our 
changing  world,  adapt  it  to  your  vision  of 
what  the  world  can  become,"  he  said.

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IN  MEMORIAM 

Dr.  Franz  Gross 

July  29, 1919  —  March  13, 1988 

Political  scientist,  dean,  professor,  Fulbright  scholar,  author, 
reporter,  lecturer,  world  traveler  —  Dr.  Franz  Gross  was  a  highly 
visible  member  of  the  UNH  and  New  Haven  communities  for 
nearly  10  years. 

Bom  in  Vienna,  Austria,  he  began  his  education  in  his  native 
land  but  continued  seeking  answers  to  questions  throughout  his 
life,  traveling  to  Europe  and  Third  World  nations  to  form  opinion 
and  lecture  on  global  issues. 

Dr.  Gross  earned  his  undergraduate  degrees  in  Vienna  and 
Rome  and  came  to  the  United  States  soon  after  the  start  of  World 
War  11,  earning  his  master's  and  doctoral  degrees  at  Harvard 
University.  He  studied  also  at  the  Graduate  Institute  of 
International  Relations  in  Geneva  and  at  the  University  of 
Heidelberg,  following  service  in  the  U.S.  Army  intelligence  and 
the  military  government  in  Germany. 

Prior  to  joining  the  UNH  community  in  1978,  his  numerous 
prestigious  positions  and  visiting  professorships  included 
Duquesne  University  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences; 
University  of  Pittsburgh  Center  for  Arms  Control  and 
International  Security  Studies;  Widener  College;  University  of 
Dakar,  Senegal;  and  the  Free  University  of  Berlin  John  F.  Kennedy 
Institute.  He  also  lectured  at  the  universities  of  Cologne, 
Frankfurt,  Kiel,  Hamburg  Munich,  Oslo,  Speyer,  the  Academy  of 
International  Law  and  Relations  in  Bucharest,  Romania,  and  New 
Delhi,  India,  Tunisia,  Morocco,  Zaire,  Addis  Ababa,  Burundi,  and 
Madagascar. 

As  dean  (1978-80)  and  as  full-time  faculty  member  at  UNH,  Dr. 
Gross  concerned  himself  with  the  improvement  of  the  university 
and  the  School  of  Arts  &  Sciences.  He  stood  for  academic  quality 
in  his  classes,  and  loved  the  arena  of  ideas  and  practical 
applications  in  foreign  policy.  During  his  years  at  UNH,  he  served 
on  many  faculty  committees,  and  was  particularly  involved  in 
enhancing  the  role  of  the  senate  budget  and  development 
committee.  As  a  scholar  at  UNH,  he  traveled  ceaselessly 
throughout  the  world  to  present  papers  and  to  chair  panels, 
concentrating  on  Africa,  the  Caribbean  and  East- West  relations. 

His  students  and  his  peers  will  feel  Dr.  Gross'  influence 
throughout  their  lives. 

Dr.  Henry  Vaslleff 
August  20, 1918  —  February  15, 1988 

Finance  professors,  physicist,  scientist,  engineering  specialist, 
manager,  administrator,  concert  violinist  —  Dr.  Henry  Vasileff 
was  a  member  of  the  University  of  New  Haven  community  for 
nearly  18  years. 

Although  receiving  his  first  undergraduate  and  graduate 
degrees  in  physics  and  mathematics  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  studying  nuclear  physics  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  this 
many-faceted  member  of  our  faculty  was  in  the  process  of 
completing  his  thesis  in  finance  at  New  York  University  for  his 
second  Ph.D.  at  the  time  of  his  illness.  He'd  already  earned  an 
additional  master's  degree  in  business  administration  at  the 
University  of  Connecticut. 

Canadian-born,  Dr.  Vasileff  worked  with  other  Canadian 
scientists  to  perfect  radar  during  World  War  II,  and  while  working 
as  an  engineering  specialist  at  Sylvania,  taught  physics  at  Hofstra 
University  in  the  1950s.  He  became  a  U.S.  citizen  in  1958  and 
continued  his  scientific  career  at  Avco  Corporation,  Raytheon 
Company  and  Pratt  &  Whitney  at  the  same  time  initiating  his 
management  and  business  expertise. 

While  completing  his  M.B.A.  at  UConn,  he  joined  the  finance 
staff  at  UNH  in  1970  and  brought  insight  to  his  classrooms  from 
his  scientific  and  financial  careers.  He  v«ll  long  be  remembered  by 
his  students  and  fellow  faculty.

"AIDS  in  the  Workplace"  and  "Identifying  Employees  for 
Addictive  Drug  Use"  were  two  of  the  six  afternoon  discussion 
topics  at  the  14th  Annual  Occupational  Safety  &  Health  Symposium 
at  the  University  of  New  Haven  May  24. 

The  day-long  symposium  was  held  at  Dodds  Hall  beginning 
with  morning  talks  by 


Connecticut  Attorney  General 
Joseph  Lieberman  and  John 
Miles  of  Boston,  regional 
administrator  of  OSHA. 
Lieberman  discussed  "OSH  in 
Connecticut."  Miles'  topic  was 
"The  Right  to  Know." 

Dr.  Richard  Melchreit,  Jr., 
medical  director  of  the  state's 
AIDS  program,  and  Sarah 
Dillian  Cohn,  associate 
counselor  of  Yale's  Office  of 
Medicolegal  Affairs,  presented 
their  views  on  "AIDS  in  the 
Workplace."  Melchreit  joined 
the  state's  Department  of 
Health  Services  Preventable 
Diseases  Division  in  1986  as 
program  coordinator  and  was 
named  to  his  current  position 
last  November.  Cohn  joined 
Yale's  staff  as  associate 
counselor  in  1984  and  has 
served  as  a  lecturer  at  both  Yale 
School  of  Nursing  and  the  Yale 
School  of  Medicine's 
department  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology. 

Mark  Soycher,  counsel  for 
the  Connecticut  Business  and 
Industry  Association's 
department  of  human 
resources,  discussed

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Connecticut's  Students  Rank  High 
Nationally  In  JETS-TEAMS  Efforts 

A  team  comprised  of  14  students  from  across  Connecticut  has 
placed  third  in  the  first  National  Junior  Engineering  Technical 
Society  -  Tests  for  Engineering  Aptitude,  Mathematics  and  Science 
(JETS-TEAMS)  Competition. 

The  Connecticut  team  finished  within  37  points  of  the  first-place 
winner,  a  team  of  students  from  the  state  of  Washington,  and  just 

Simsbury  High  School,  the 
state's  first-place  finisher  in  the 
large  school  division,  ranked 
11th  among  the  122  nationally 
ranked  large  schools. 
Simsbury's  combined  score  was 
197.03;  the  average  was  152.34. 

The  top  three  schools,  as  well 
as  the  top  two  individual 
students,  from  each  state 
competition  in  both  the  small 
and  large  school  categories 
were  included  in  the  national 
ranking. 

ConnecHcuf  s  JETS-TEAMS 
competition  was  held  March  17, 
at  UNH.  The  national  rankings 
were  announced  from  JETS- 
TEAMS  headquarters  in 
Alexandria,  Va. 

Marc  Horowitz  of  Fairfield 
High  School  placed  second  in 
computer  fundamentals  among 
117  nationally  ranked 
individuals  in  that  category.  He 
scored  an  18.67,  just  below  the 
top  place  score  of  19.00.  The 
average  score  in  computer 
fundamentals  was  10.76. 

Jonathan  Heverstone  of 
Amity  Regional  High  School  in 
Woodbridge  ranked  fourth 
among  114  English  contenders 
with  a  score  of  92.00.  The 
average  was  81.28. 

Brian  Gordon  of  East 
Catholic  High  School  in 
Manchester  was  fourth  among 
112  Mathematics  competitors. 
He  scored  a  29.67,  with  the 
average  score  being  16.73. 

Dean  Hilderbrandt  of 
Simsbury  High  School  has  a 
score  of  28.00,  giving  him  a 
seventh-place  national  ranking 
in  mathematics. 

Dillon  Tracy  of  Norwalk 
High  School  ranked  fifth  in 
chemistry  and  among  the  top  25 
percent  in  physics.  His  score  of 
38.67  in  chemistry  was  well 
above  the  26.74  average  and  his 
physics  score  was  13.33,  above 
the  average  9.25.

The  Connecticut  team  was 
chosen  based  on  testing 
provided  at  the  Connecticut 
JETS-TEAMS  competition 
sponsored  by  United 
Technologies  Corporation 
(UTC)  at  the  University  of  New 
Haven  in  March.  The  two  top- 
scoring  Connecticut  students  in 
each  of  the  seven  test  categories 
were  selected  to  be  members  of 
Connecticut's  state  team  and  on 
April  21  returned  to  the 
University  of  New  Haven  for  a 
three-hour  team  test. 

The  team  test  included  18 
problems  dealing  with  a  range 
of  topics  including 
environmental  and  structural 
engineering.  Judges  for  the 
team  competition  included 
professional  engineers  from 
Ford  Motor,  Inc. 

Scores  from  the  25  state 
teams  were  announced  from 
JETS-TEAMS  headquarters  in 
Alexandria,  Va.,  May  16.  While 
this  is  the  first  year  a  national 
team  competition  has  been 
offered,  the  1987-88  academic 
year  marked  the  ninth  annual 
state  JETS-TEAMS  competition. 

The  success  of  Connecticut's 
team  was  celebrated  at  a  UTC- 
sponsored  banquet  at  the 
Farmington  Marriott  on  June  2. 

Connecticut  high  school 
students  placed  among  the 
nation's  best  in  all  seven 
categories  of  the  national  JETS- 
TEAMS  competition. 

Avon  High  School,  the  first- 
place  winner  in  the  small 
schools  category  of  the 
Connecticut  JETS-TEAMS 
competition,  ranked  sixth 
nationally  from  among  the  102 
schools  entered  in  the  small 
school  category.  Avon's 
combined  score  was  163.51, 
higher  than  the  average  score  of 
121.69.

Science  Services  Central  Research  Establishment  in  Aldermaston, 
England,  and  representatives  from  Lifecodes,  Inc.  and  Cellmark 
Diagnostics.  The  FBI  Laboratory  Research  and  Training  Center  at 
Quantico,  Va.,  also  sent  one  of  its  scientists  to  speak  on  the  FBI's 
research  and  development  efforts  in  the  DNA  field.  ■ 


School  of  Engineering 

Dr.  M.  Hamdy  Bechir,  professor  of  civil  and  environmental 
engineering,  has  received  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Federation's 
national  award,  "The  Charles  Alvin  Emerson  Medal." 

The  award,  presented  annually  to  the  individual  whose 
contributions  to  the  wastewater  collection  and  treatment  industry 
most  deserve  recognition,  honors  the  first  president  of  the 
federation. 

Dr.  Bechir's  selection  for  the  award  was  based  on  his  nearly  20 
years  of  service  to  the  industry  including  contributions  to  the 
wastewater  collection,  treatment  and  reclamation  industry 
combined  with  service  in  design,  research,  management  and 
teaching.  He  served  the  New  England  Water  Pollution  Control 
Association  as  president  and  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Federation 
as  chairman  of  several  key  committees. 

Dr.  Bechir  joined  the  UNH  faculty  in  1976  following  positions  at 
Oklahoma  State  University,  the  Hartford  Graduate  Center  and  M.I.T. 
He  received  his  undergraduate  engineering  degree  at  the  University 
of  Cairo,  his  master's  degree  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  his 
Sc.D.  in  sanitary  engineering  at  M.I.T. 

This  year's  cement  canoe  entry  in  the  regional  contests  was  one  of 
the  most  successful  ever—it  not  only  floated  but  raced  and  placed  in 
respectable  positions  in  three  races.  The  UNH  canoe  made  it  to  the 
finals  in  the  men's  race,  placed  fourth  out  of  11  in  the  marathon  and 
almost  made  it  to  the  finals  in  the  co-ed  event.

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Softball 

While  the  UNH  women's 
Softball  team  finished  the 
season  with  a  record  of  just 
under  .500  (20-22),  it  was  a  good 
year  overall  for  first-year  coach 
Pete  Zoppi  and  his  Chargers.  It 
was  the  third  straight  20+ 
winning  season  for  the  Blue  and 
Gold. 

The  coach  will  lose  three  key 
players  to  graduation:  seniors 
Katie  Hickey  Beth  Kauke  and 
Kim  Schmidt.  All  three  are  four- 
year  players. 

Captain  Katie  Hickey  came 
on  strong  in  her  final  season  in 
the  outfield  as  she  finished  the 
year  with  a  .316  average,  a 
personal  best.  A  lifetime  hitter 
of  just  under  .200  entering  the 
season,  Hickey  found  the 
groove  early  and  never  dropped 
off  as  she  became  as  consistent 
at  the  plate  as  she  had  been  in 
the  field  the  past  three  springs. 
And  for  the  third  year,  the 
Meriden,  Conn,  native  led  the 
team  in  sacrifice  hits  with 
twelve. 

Right  on  her  heels  was 
starting  catcher  Kim  Schmidt, 
who  also  filled  in  at  third  when 
injuries  plagued  the  team  late  in 
the  season.  The  team's  leading 
hitter  for  the  past  three  years, 
Schmidt  started  out  0-26  before 
firushing  the  year  at  .301. 
Undoubtedly  one  of  the  top 
catchers  to  go  through  the 
program,  Schmidt  wall  long  be 
remembered  as  one  of  the  most 
consistent  hitters  in  Chargers' 
Softball  history. 

Beth  Kauke  was  once  again  a 
big  factor  at  the  plate  as  well  as 
on  the  field  as  the  starting  first 
baseman  collected  nineteen 
RBIs,  which  tied  her  with  fellow 
senior  Kim  Schmidt  for  the 
team  lead.  Kauke  also  lead  the 
team  in  home  runs  as  she 
rapped  out  five  round-trippers. 

Also  contributing  to  the 
season  were  sophmore  Wendy 
Hudson  and  junior  Lorrie 
Correia. 

Hudson  finished  the  season 
with  an  impressive  .356 
average,  which  led  the  team. 


She  also  sported  an  impressive 
.541  slugging  percentage, 
rapped  out  eighteen  RBIs  and 
led  the  team  with  five  doubles. 

Correia,  a  leader  on  the 
basketball  court  for  the 
Chargers,  was  also  a  standout 
on  the  Softball  diamond  as  she 
hit  .348  as  the  leadoff  hitter.  The 
Westport,  Mass.  native  also  led 
the  team  with  six  triples. 
Correia,  a  junior,  will  be  back  in 
1989. 

Both  hurlers  will  be 
returning  for  the  Chargers  in 
89  as  well,  in  the  right  arms  of 
Shannon  Patton  and  Ann 
Regan.  Regan,  a  junior,  hurled 
her  way  to  a  9-8  record  with  a 
2.18  EPIA  before  a  back  injury 
forced  her  to  sit  down  for  the 
last  two  weeks  of  the  season. 
Thus  all  duties  fell  to 
freshman  Shannon  Patton  who 
performed  admirably  as  the 
lone  arm.  Seeing  action  in 
twenty-five  games,  the 
California  native  finished  the 
year  with  an  11-14  record 
along  with  an  impressive  1 .87 
ERA.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
both  players  will  be  a  force  on 
the  mound  next  season. 
So  with  the  rebuilding  and 
learning  season  behind  them, 
the  Chargers  can  look  forward 
to  1989,  which  will  no  doubt 
find  the  team  back  on  the 
winning  track.  With  Head 
Coach  Peter  Zoppi  and  the 
likes  of  Regan,  Correia, 
Hudson  and  Patton  returning, 
the  future  does  indeed  look 
bright  for  the  University  of 
New  Haven  softball  team.  ■ 


Lacrosse 

The  men's  lacrosse  team 
finished  the  season  with  an 
impressive  6-5  record. 

The  Chargers,  who  opened 
the  season  with  three  straight 
victories,  dropped  two  close 
games,  10-9  to  Merrimack 
College  and  8-7  to  nearby 
Wesleyan  University  before 
getting  back  on  the  winning 
track,  20-14  against  UMASS-
